Were Gold Plated 


“There ain't a woman in the 
world would marry an ugly- 
looking guy like me!” he moan- 


“And he cried like a baby af- 
ter actress Lilian Russell had 
turned down his offer of mar- 
riage —- and a million dollars. 
He'd already given her a gold- 
plated bicycle studded with pre- 
cious stones. 

Diamond Jim Brady never did 
marry, though, no doubt, many 
girls would have considered his 
millions ample compensation for 
his 250 pound bulk. He was 
generous, too; did everything in 
a big way. Threw lavish par- 
ties that lasted seventeen hours; 
ence ate 6 chickens himself at 
a single sitting; owned 5,000 
pocket handkerchiefs; and 
would stroll down Broadway 
wearing 2,548 diamonds. Even 
his cows were milked into gold- 
plated buckets. 

In his lively, anecdotal book, 
“Five: Minute Biographies” Dale 
Carnegie give sceres of exam- 
ples of the eccentricities of 
world-famous celebrities. He 
says of Florenz Zeigfield, of Zieg- 
field Follies fame, that he knew 


. the ‘phone numbers of more 


beautiful girls than any man in 
history. Even the linings of his 
showgirls’ dresses had to be of 
the finest silk, for he claimed 
no woman could feel really 
beautiful unless she had beau- 
tiful cloth against her skin. 

Money was no object. He 
postponed the opening of “Show 
Boat” for three months — to 
get the right cowboy hats. And 
closed another. $150,000 produc- 
tion after the first night ~be- 
cause he considered it unworthy 
of his tradition. 

He never wrote letters but 
had a mania for sending cables, 
and during rehearsals would 
even send telegrams to the ac- 
tors across the footlights. 

When he fell in love with act- 
_ress Billie Burke, he bought up 
a flower shop to send her its en- 
tire stock. She told him she 
hadn't been, able to thank him 


by ‘phone because his line was. 


busy; so he had a golden ‘phone 
installed — with a special ring 
for her private use. 

Yet he hated making deci- 


Vaions. He used to keep a box of 


liquorice drops on his desk. “TI 
eat them because they're, all 
black,” he said. “I don’t have to 
make up my mind which colour 
J like best.” 

William Randolph Hearst, the 
publisher, had an income of 
$150,000 a day, yet his favourite 
recreation when in New York 
was to go window-gazing. He 
often had as many as sixty 


guests staying on his vast Cali- 


fornian estate, but he liked 
nothing better than stealing 
away by himself to play pa- - 


tience. 

He loved all animals, kept a 
private zoo that would have 
made any circus look like a 
sideshow, and once sent his 
yacht for a doctor at midnight 
and paid a medical fee of $250 
to have a pet guinea-pig’s brok- 
en leg set. . 

It was one of the most freak- 
ish examples of good luck that 
set Ely Culbertson, most famous 
bridgeplayer in the world, on 
his feet, He was in Paris in 1931 
when he drifted into a gambling 
elub, and bet one of his last 
four pounds on a game. of 
ehemin-de-fer, His card was be- 
ing drawn when a Frenchman 
accidentally stepped on his foot, 
and he demanded an apology. 

The Frenchman. flared up, 
challenged him to a duel and — 
gince they didn’t have swords 
or pistols-— they rushed out of 
the club and sprang at each

We have just baked two unusually good cakes, festive and 
surprisingly easy to make. Each uses jumbo Brazil nutg. 

The fruitcake can be made in about 11 minutes. In addition to 
the nuts, the recipe calls for dates and maraschino cherries. This 
holiday loaf can be eaten immediately or kept for months. 

The nut chocolate cake has delicate crumb texture and.is rich 
in color and flavor. It’s the kind of cake everyone in the family 


will enjoy. 


Nut Tropical Cake (Yield; One 3-pound cake) 

Three cups Brazil nuts (2 pounds unshelled, 1 pound shelled), 
1 pound pitted dates, 1 cup (one 8-ounce jar) drained maraschino 
cherries, % cup sifted all-purpose flour, % cup sugar, % teaspoon 
baking powder, % teaspden salt, 3 eggs, 1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Put Brazil nuts, dates and cherries into large bowl. Sift flour, 
sugar, baking powder @hd salt over nuts and fruit; mix with hands 
until nuts and fruits are coated, Beat eggs until foamy; add vanilla. 
Stir into nut-fruit mixture until well mixed. 

Turn into greased and waxed paper-lined pan 9% x 5% x 2% 
inches. Spread evenily in pan. Bake in a slow oven (300 de- 
grees F.) 1 hour and 45 minutes. Cake must be cooled before 


slicing 


Nut Chocolate Loaf Cake (Yield: One loaf) 

One-third cup shortening, 14% cups firmly packed brown sugar, 
1 whole egg, 1 egg yolk, 3 squares (3 ounces) unsweetened choco- 
late (melted), 1% cups sifted cake flour, 1 teaspoon baking powder, 
% teaspoon soda, % teaspoon salt, % cup chopped Brazil nuts, % 
cup milk, 1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Cream shortening. Add sugar gradually and cream thoroughly. 
Add whole egg and egg yolk; beat until light and fluffy. (Reserve 
egg white for frosting.) Add melted chocolate and beat well. 

Sift together flour, baking powder, soda and salt; add Brazil 
nuts. Add flour mixture alternately with milk to batter, mixing 
after each addition until blended. Add vanilla.

These Babies Have 
A Real Kick 


Five baby \ostriches have been 
placed in a special glass-walled 
veranda at Basle Zoo, Switzer- 


land, in an effort to save their - 
lives. It is planned to keep them - 


and feed them there until the 
end of October. 

The babies are survivors from 
fifteen eggs hatched at the Zoo. 
They have to receive this special 
feeding because it has been 
found that ostriches born in cap- 
tivity simply let themsélves die 
of hunger if left ot their own de- 
vices. : 

Caring for baby ostriches is 
also a tricky business atthe 
London Zoo. Two ostrich chicks 
hatched from an in@ubator at 
Whipsnade in 1937 were the first 
ever hatched in Britain. On 
hatching, baby ostriches stand 
about a foot high. They increase 
in height at the rate of about a 
foot a month, attaining adult 
size at six or seven months, A 
fully-grown ostrich weighs about 
300 Ibs.

Sea Elephants 


From. Hawaii I returned to 
the coast of Mexico where I 
chartered a boat and cruised to 
Guadalupe Island, the only place 
in the Pacific where sea ele- 
phants still live. Here I tried 
to identify the ‘beach where 
these creatures gather. My only 
clue was a photograph in a 
magazine published in 1923 
(unluckily, the photograph had 
been reversed in publication, so 
we passed the spot without rec- 
ognizing it.) 

We cruised along under one 
of Guadalupe’s two thousand- 


foot cliffs, crowned with a 
fringe of tall evergreens, the 
foggy abode of wild goats. 


Weird-shaped piles of rock stood 
isolated in the Pacific swells, 
far away from the small beaches 
along the foot of the island's 
‘precipices. So steeply do the 
sides of these extinct volcanoes 
plunge down into the ocean 
that it is very difficult for a 
vessel fo get a hold on the 
rocky bottom with its anchor. 
Returning, I sighted a small 
beach near the north tip of the 
island, on which lay some 
twenty-five gray, seal-like 
forms of immense size. These 
must be our sea elephants! We 
succeeded in getting an anchor 


, to hold fairly well close to the 


breakers, and I rowed for the 
shore in our tender. On the 
stern seat was a large green 
duifle bag tightly tieds with all 
my photographic equipment in- 
side. The small boat held only 


one person 
At the edge of the breakers I 
held the dinghy for several min- 


utes with the oars, waiting for 


the heavy surf to calm a little 
Finally, | pulled in toward the 
beach on the crest of a wave 
Down the shore I saw the head 
of a sea elephant thrust up 
above the surf, his mouth open 
in- a yawning roar lie was as 
big as a whale and his long 
snout, curled down over his 
mouth hke a caricature of 4a 
hooked nose 

Then the boat spur sitdewise 
on a steep wall of water and in 
an instant I was in the water 
under the dinghy i. felt the 


seat pressed against the top of 


my aun helmet. The gunwhale 
of the dinghy rested on my 
shoulder. So I swept at a fear 


ful speed under the little boat 
toward the beach. Then my feet 
grounded in the rocks. I gave 


a heave and lifted the boat that 
was holding me down under the 
chocolate-colored water. 
Standing up, I staggered onto 
the beach, carrying the dinghy 
that should have been carrying 
me, As the surf swirled about 
my legs I saw the duffle bag 
containing the camera and film. 
Making a dash, I rescued them 
before water could get inside. 
A colony of some twenty-five 
sea elephants lay on the beach 
and flipping dry sand over each 
other's backs. At times a bull 
would rear up and give utter- 
ance to a weird bark, sounding 
like bubbles coming up from 
the water of a deep well. Two 
or three of the heard made off 
into the sea as I approached, 
Others merely looked up and 
yawned.—From “The World Be- 
neath the Sea,” by Ottis Barton.

The 
repeated in the lives of their 
children. In this respect we may 
invite trouble. Trouble came to 
Ahab after he married the 
wicked Jezebel, a worshipper of 
Baal. Disagreement on the mat- 
ter of religion: by husband and 
wife can cause a heap of trouble, 


Our troubles are never as bad 
as they might be. One has said, 
“If all our troubles were hung 
on the line, who wouldn’t chaose 
his own?” If you are tempted 
to feel sorry for yourself, start 
visiting the hospitals. 

Trouble is a test of character, 
Then you see what inner re- 
sources you really have. Many 
of the psalms were written out 
of experience with trouble. In 
today’s lesson the writer cries 
out, “Refuge failed me; no man 
cared for my soul.” Many a per- 
son has felt like that. But the 
Psalmist goes on. to point out 
the way to victory: “I cried 
unto thee, O LORD: I said, 


-Thou are my refuge and my 


portion in the land of the liv- 
ing.” 

Happy is he who can say in 
faith, “God is our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in 
trouble.” But it is well to ac- 
quaint yourself with God be- 
fore trouble comes. Then you 
will not be sowing to the flesh 
and later reaping corruption, 
But trouble of sickness, bereave- 
ment,#disappointment and dis« 
aster knock at the door of all. 
Then it is good to haye an abid~ 
ing faith in our loving heavenly 
Father who cares.

By The Hundred 


“I'd like Old Masters for the 
walls — but I can’t afford them.” 
That’ chance remark,’ made to 
Mrs. Erna Fieh] by her son 
when she was helping him fur- 
nish his Paris flat just over two 
years ago, has led to the achiev- 
ing one of mankind’s oldest 
dreams — the mass production 
of the world’s art masterpieces 
in such pérfection that copy and 
original are  indistinguishable 
except to expert eyes. 

Mrs. Fiehl — born in Czecho- 
slovakia, now a naturalized 
Briton — saw in her son’s prob- 
lem one that confronts young 
people all over the world. She 
decided to do something. She 
studied art and artists Then she 
bought a wooden printing press 
for $50; but threw it away the 
next morning. Other presses 
went the same way: and she 
finally designed her own ma- 
chine and had dt built. 

Last March, after spending 
over $15,000, Mrs. Fiehl achiev- 
ed her first perfect reprodiiction 
— a Toulouse Lautrec. And now. 
in her London = studio-factory, 
she is turning out a range of 


the works of such artists as 
Van Gogh, Degas, Renoir, 
Cézanne, Da Vinci, Vermeer, 
Manet, Gauguin — at the rate of 
100 a day. 


Soon she will double that out. 
put, turning out every hour 
about twenty-five reproductions 
of, say, “Portrait of a Child”>— 
perfect in every detail, even to 
brush marks and cracks — a 


painting which perhaps took 
Rubens years to complete. 
The revolutionary process is 


mainly secret. But reproductions 
are on canvas and are finished 
off by hand over-painting, giv- 
ing them all the colour, depth, 
texture and vivacity of the ori- 
ginals. An eminent Q.C. has ad- 
vised that a red seal be placed 
on each in case unscrupulous 
buyers try to fob them off as the 
genuine article.

Effective aggressiveness weighs 
heavily with most judges. A 
fighter is paid to fight, and an 
aggressive boxer is trying his 
best to do so by wading in and 
slugging. An aggressor does not 
pile up points, however, if he 
blindly wades into a fusillade 


offender, but this is‘rare. You’re 
much more likely to spot minor 
fouls such as holding, backhand 
blows, low punches, kidney and 
habbit punches, spinning and 
hitting on the break, When seen 
by the referee they may give 
the offender a simple warning, 
or the loss of the round.

All making 65 per cent and over 
receive an Honour Certificate, and 
50 to 60 per cent, a Pass Certifi- 
cate. Prizes are awarded to four 
obtaining highest# marks in each of 
the four Divisions.

called “Doctor to the Islands” 
by Tom and Lydia Davis. The 
“islands” being the Cook Is- 
lands in the South Seas. It is 
a true narrative giving the ex- 
perience of Dr. Davis and his 
wife during a seven-year stay 
at Rarotoga, the largest one in 
the Cook group of islands, where 
Dr: Davis was appointed as 
Medical Officer of Health. It 
gives striking examples of what 
happens when man-made in- 
tervention upsets the balance of 
nature. For instance there were 
many large mango and chest- 
nut trees on the island which 
were always left standing even 
though younger trees were cut 
down. Then in 1935 along came 
a Government agricultural “ex- 
pert.” He had previously work- 
ed in South Africa and was 
under the impression that the 
same agricultural principles 
should apply to both countries. 
So he ordered the huge old trees 
to be cut down on the ground 
that their great spreading roots 
were draining nourishment 
from the soil. The natives did 
as they were told although they 
knew that the tree roots shook 
and moved in the tropical 
storms, loosening the soil better 
than a plough could have done, 
while shade from the trees gave 
shelter to the “low crops.” The 
trees were destroyed and as a 
result the crops were alternate- 
ly bleached by the sun and 
the rain 
order to prune the 
orange trees. That, too, was @ 
grave mistake as, according to 
Dr. Davis, in this region of 
tropical hurricanes, nature does 
her own pruning and the trees 
survive, whereas the trees that 
were pruned with clippers died 
within a few weeks

| Painting Pointers 


A paint roller must be cleaned 
carefully after use if it is to do 
a satisfactory job the next time, 
But cleaning can be a messy 
business. Here's a tidy and ef- 
fective method. After using ofl 
paint, squeeze the excess paint 
out of the roller by rolling it im 
the empty pan. Then put it im 
an empty polythene bag—the 
kind the groceries come In, but 
make sure it is one without 
holes. Then you can squeeze 
the roller by hand, working out 
the remaining paint. Rinse the 
roller in a pan of turpentine, 
mineral spirits or other thinner, 
repeating until clean. After 
painting with latex-base paints, 
clean the roller in lukewarm 
water. . , * 

The best way to mix paint is 
to use two cans, Pour off the 
top liquid from the new can of 
paint and stir the sticky solids im 
the bottom of the can. Then 
pour the two back and forth 
from one can to the other sev- 
eral times. Keep an extra paint 
pail in the house for this pur- 
pose. a . ° 

Be careful when painting any- 
thirfg which has had wax on it, 
Paint will not adhere to wax and 
in no time it will peal and chip. 
Scrub the surface first with soap 
and water, then give it a good 
rubbing with turpentine to te- 
move every trace of wax. If 
any gloss still remains, rub .it 
lightly with fine sandpaper. Be 
sure the surface is thoroughly 
dry before you paint.

Stars and Planets 


Stars and planets look very 
much alike, although they are 
actually entirely different kinds 
of bodies. Stars are huge balls of 
extremely hot and glowing gas, 
like our own sun. Planets are 
much smaller than most stars 
and are more or less like the 
earth, for they have no light or 
heat of their own. The planets 
the sky 
simply because they reflect the 
light of the sun, somewhat as a 
mirror might. While there are 
countless trillions of stars, we 
know definitely. of only nine 
planets, and all of these belong 
to the sun’s family. 

On a clear night the sky is 
full of stars. Since the planets 
are constantly, moving around 
the sun, some of these bodies 
may be in the+night-time sky 
where we can see them among 
the stars, and some of them may 
be in the daytime sky where we 
can not see them because of the 
sunlight, At times when some of 
the planets are shining among 
the stars, it may be difficult to 
know which are planets: and 
which are stars. 

We have already seen. that 
stars twinkle because their light 
ig bent in various ways by the 


* 


+ 


differently heated layers of at- 
mosphere. Planets do not 
twinkle, ordinarily, but seem to 
shine with a steady, unwavering 
light. Even through large tele- 
scopes, the biggest stars appear 
simply as tiny points of Might, 


whiles the planets show very~ 


definite discs and surfaces. 
Hence, more rays come to us 
from the surface of a planet 
than from the surface of a star. 
The light from the planets does 
not waver as much as that from 
the stars because the wavering 
of one ray of light is counter- 
acted by. the wavering of an- 
ather, ray. in another direction. 
"Planets can also be picked out 
by noticing that over a period of 
time they change their positions 
against the background of the 
stars. The word planet means 
wanderer. Through the year, the 
planets cah be seen traveling 
against the starry sky. The stars, 
on the other hand, seem to re- 
main fixed in relation to each 
other.

Mr. Zaplitny said that he 
wanted to repeat the statement 
that had been made so often by 
by members of all parties “that 
agriculture is entitled to its fair 
share of the national income, 
He said that he was not going 
to ask for “hand-outs” or “pre- 
ferred treatment’ but wanted 
to outline “a policy which will, 
as near as it is possible to do 
so, bring to agriculture its fair 
share of the national income.” 


Forward Prices 


He quoted a resolution carried 
at a recent convention of the 
Manitoba Farmers Union which 
calls for the establishment by 
the federal government of “a 
policy of forward pricing on all 
agricultural commodities, which 
would bear a 95 per cent parity 
relationship to other goods and 
services, thus bringing about 
stability in agriculture and 
strengthen our whole economy.”

Good Time To 
Check Junior’s Feet 


een setae ona 


With snow on the ground and 
frost in the air, Grandpa used 
to grumble when he Was a boy 
about that four-mile hike to the 
little red schoolhouse. 


But his complaints were a 
mere whisper compared to the 
howl put up by today’s young- 
sters if they have to walk more 
than a/ half-dozen blocks to 
school. 

According to foot doctors, how- 
ever, there may. be some merit 
to Junior's complaints. The 
doctors say that Junior's feet 
are probably worse off than 
Grandpa’s ever were. Why? 
Well,. Grandpa’s parents knew 
more about foot care than we 
do — his generation did a, great 
deal more walking and thus 
were more conscious of shoes 
and foot comfort. 


Today's youngsters do a lot 
of their daily travel in cars and 
buses, and parents are apt to 
neglect their feet — which is 
why school health examinations 
turn up the fact that far too 
many children are wearing un- 
suitable and outgrown shoes. 
The pair you bought Junior in 
the Fall may still have a lot of 
wear in them, but chances are 
they’re cramping his ‘feet as he 
steps out in 1955 — and that can 
be the beginning of foot troubles 
that. can plague him all his life. 

With four months of school 
and rough play behind them, 
midwinter is a good time to 
check your children's shoes if 
you want them to walk into the 
new school term on healthy 
feet. gine 

And be sure to take a little 
extra time and care when you 
buy Junior new shoes, special- 
ly as far as fit and materials are 
concerned. Make certain that 
the soles are made of. flexible 
leather that bends easily with 
the foot. 

But no matter how much your 
youngster likes a particular 
style, don’t let him leave the 
store in badly fitting shoes. Have 
his feet measured standing up 
— they'll spread naturally with 
his weight on them. The proper 
length allows three-quarters of 
an inch between his big toe and 
the tip of the shoe. You can be 
certain the width is correct if 
the upper leather across the 
toes can be humpped up slight- 
ly between your fingers. The 
heel fit should be snug, with no 
up-and-down slipping as he 
walks,

Sensitive Plants 


When a plant is injured it does 
not feel what you and I know of 
pain, for’ a plant has no brain 
and no nervous system. Plants 
may be said to “feel,” however, 
in the sense that they react to 
things that are important to 
them. If a tree is gashed with a 
knife, for example, it promptly 
begins >to grow new tissue to 
heal the wound 


All green growing plants re 
act to the light. Many flowers 
open their petals in response to 
the daylight and keep them clos- 
ed during the darkness of night, 
A young seedling kept in a dark 
cupboard will grow pale and 
weak. Take it out and set it on 
a sunny window sill and it will 
turn a healthy green. As it gows eS 
it will bend and curve toward 
the light, stem, leaves and all 
Some young trees bend so far 
toward the light that they top- 
ple over, pulled down by their 
heavy masses of leaves. One of 
the most important ways in 
which plants react to light i 
called photosynthesis, the pro 
cess by which green leaves man 
ufacture the plant's food. Air, 
water and the plant’s green col. 
oring matter (chlorophyl) share 
in this wonderful process, but 
only in the presence of light. 


There are a great many things 
that make plants react and they 
react in many different ways, 
Some plants, called “sensitive 
plants,” will react if you touch 
or pinch them. They will fold 
up their feathery leaves and 
even draw their leaf’stalks close 
to their stems as if to get away 
from you as far as possible, The 
tendrils that help to support 
many vines react to the touch 
of a solid object.such as a twig, 
strings, wire or even another 
tendril. The young tendril weav- 
es about in the air, seeking for 
something to cling to. Then it 
curves around the object, even 
when that hapens to be a part 
of its own vine. 


The roots of plants react in a 
most sensitive manner. 
great search is for moisture. As 
their deli€ate rootlets and root 
hairs explore the soil they may 
encounter a rock or a pebble. 
Deftly, then, they turn aside, 
sometimes traveling great dis- 
tances to find the water that the 
plant must have or perish.

Cloud Dissolves 


Dr. Ralph Alexander, a New 
Zealand physician and author, 
hps scores of district residen 
puzzled because of demonstra- 
tions of what he calls ‘“construc- 
tive realism.” 
+ This consists of concentrating 
hard on a cloud in the sky. The 
cloud dissolves, while others 
around it retain their shapes. 
More than 100 eye-witnesses 
swear Dr. Alexander has per- 
formed this feat several times. 


.He selects a fairly small 
cloud and, after a few minutes 
of intense conecentration, the 
cloud is said to. appear. 


On one occasion a cloud was 
selected by a newspaperman, 
and Dr. Alexander began to 
conecentrate. Two minutes later 
the cloud showed unmistakable 
signs, thinning and breaking up. 

Six minutes after that Dr. 
Alexander shook his head and 
relaxed. ‘Of the cloud nothing 
remained except a couple’ of 
tiny dots of vapour. 

Dr. Alexander says the human 
brain “has power over inani- 
mate matter,” and he has staged 
the demonstrations in the hope 
of forcing scientists to recog- 
nize and study the . “strange 
force” he claims to possess. 

“I have spent many years of 
study in developing this force, 
which in its essence is a form 
of the same power being investi- 
gated at Duke University, U.S.A. 
under the name “extra-sensory 
perception,” he says.,.This pow- 
er, he maintains, lies latent in 
every human mind.

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On Pay -Day They Got Kicked 


Off A Dock .... 


One morning in 1905 a French 
comedian named Max Linder 
received a terse note from one 
of the pioneer film producers: 

“Sir,—I have observed you. In 
your eyes lies a fortune. Come 
and. act in front of my cameras, 
and I will help you to make it. 
—Charles Pathé.” 


The thousands of comedies the 
film industry has produced since 
then all owe something to that 
letter. According to the author 
of a new book (“Comedy Films,” 
by John Montgomery), it was 
Linder who established the fun- 
ny man of films as an artiste, 
who dragged comedies out of 
the class of films like “What 
Little Willie Did,” and “Oh, 
That Terrible Odour!” 


At that time, of course, the 
film was silent, so that the com- 
ic had to rely on his antics in- 
stead of his script. Before Lin- 
der, the success of a comedian 
was gauged by the number of 
custard pies he had thrown in 
his face, or the length of time 
he was chased by a horde of 
overfed policemen. 

It was with the most famous 
slapstick company of all time, 
the Keystone Cops, that the 
great Charlie Chaplin received 
his training. Mack Sennett, the 
founder, used to advertise: 
“Wanted. Players of India Rub- 
ber! Apply to the Keystone 
Company.” And his private po- 
lice force certainly had to earn 
its wages. One of them recalls: 


“Five days in the week we 
had to ride in the patrol] wagon. 
On the sixth day, which was pay 
day, we all fell into the lake. 
; Or sometimes, just for a 
change, we fell in the ocean— 
just off the pier. It was better 
to fall in than to be kicked in. 
Charlie Chaplin has kicked me 
into every lake in Los Angeles. 
Those were the good old days. 
No actor was too great to kick 
another actor...” 

Good old days they were. The 
days of Ben Turpin, whose cross 
eyes proved so valuable to him 
that he insured them for $40,- 


‘000 against going straight. The 


days of Mabel Normand, who 
made enough to spend $80,000 
a year on clothes alone; and a 
Fatty Arbuckle, one - time 
plumber’s mate, whose sixteen- 
stone frame was known all over 
the world. 

But Chaplin had no heart for 
the slapstick of the Keystone 
company. Inspired by Max Lin- 
der, he wanted to try a more 
delicate brand of humour. He 
borrowed a pair of Fatty Ar- 
buckle’s trousers, a cane, and 
an oversized pair ‘of shoes, and 
adopted the role of a seedy dan- 


dy. It. was an immediate suc- 
cess 

He explained: “The bowler, 
too small, is striving for dig- 
nity. The moustache jis vanity. 
The tightly buttoned coat and 


the stick and his whole manner 
are a gesture towards gallantry 
and dash and ‘front.’ He is try- 
ing to méet- the world bravely, 
to put up a bluff, and he knows 
that, too. He knows it so well 
that he can laugh at himself, 


and pity himself a little 
Harold Lioyd, Buster Keaton, 
and Larry Semon were the only 
comedians who came near to 
rivalling Chaplin Jetween 
them, in films lke “Grandma's 
Boy,” “The Photographer,” and 
“The Perfect Clown,” they made 
pictures that still rank with 


Hollywood's best 

But it was becoming more and 
more difficult to make the aud- 
lence laugh. They were grow- 
ing up. The gimmicks that Mack 
Sennett had used -couldn't be 
employed any more 

Then, almost overnight, came 
the talkies, and silent films be- 
came as Oul-of-date ag yester~ 
day's news 

The old guard of 
hated the, idea. Said 
“They come to ruin thi 
most ancient 


comedians 
Chaplin 
wor let's 


art, the art of 


pantomime. They annihilate the 
great beauty of silence.” 
—_—But like if or not they had 
come to stay, and with them a 
new generation of comedians— 
the men with a fast line in pat- 
ter, the cross-talkers, Laurel 
and Hardy, the Marx Brothers, 
Jack Benny, Jimmy Durante— 
these were the great names of 
the talking screen. 

Since they demanded a ‘com- 
pletely new style, talking come- 
dians had to begin from scratch, 
Twenty years of developing si- 
lent films counted for nothing. 
W. C. Fields realized how much 
had been lost, and fought hard 
to restore it, despite the per- 
sonal fortune he was making 
through talkies. “My ambition 
is to bring back the old burles- 
qte. It is as eternal as laugh- 
ter,” he said. 

Fields lived to see his own 
generation of comedians super- 
seded by another—Danny Kaye, 
Bob Hope, Abbott and Costello. 
With thefo, the gag-book came 
to count for more and more, the 
visual comedy for less, 

But the latest humorists —~ 
Martin and Lewis, and Norman 
Wisdom, are leaning back to the 
silent style of comedy. 


This book leaves us with 
rather a disturbing thought. 
Perhaps, after all, we don’t 


laugh any more at the fast- 
talking funny men on. their 
wide screens in super colour 
than our fathers did at the Key-~- 
stone Cops.

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Why George Gobel 


Makes Folks Laugh .... 


evince acenenenmctnitin a eee 


America’s newest indoor sport 
on Saturday evenings is trying 
to guess why George Gobel 
makes so many different kinds 
of people laugh. Now the Syl- 
vania award committee has ad- 
ded urgency to the mystery by 
dubbing him the year’s best, TV 
comedian. 

NBC's master:of glum tom- 
foolery has been trying to figure 
it out himself. He hasn't been 
trying very hard, because when 
you come right down to it, he'd 
rather have people stay confused 
about the whole thing. 

But he’s an even - tempered, 
obliging fellow, this man from 
Chicago, and he has been hold- 
ing more or less monosyllabic 
conversations with ‘scores of 
writers and columnists. Most of 
the interviewers have asked him, 
straight out, why he thinks he’s 
And then they ask 
that other question: “How does 
it feel to be suddenly farnous?” 

“Well, it's kind of tough.” he'll 
say, and then lapse into silence, 
Or he may brighten up and add, 
“It's nice to be working steady.” 

As he closes his half-hour 
“nonformat” program, he is like- 
ly to remark, with a placid air, 
“This is Lonesome George.” and 
then go into his closing. line. 

Why, you may ask, does he 
choose to be known as Lone- 
some George? 

“Because it's incongruous” he 
will reply flatly, looking .up at 
you with that guileless stare 
which ‘isn't totally 
less but is certainly a-long way 
from being revealing. 

“You see,” he shrugs almost 
noticeably, “in the _ hillbilly 
game, especially when you play 
a guitar, you have to have some 
kind of a tag to sign off with. 
Nobody just says his name right 
out and then goes away — 
that'd be too simple, You have 
to be Cowboy Jeck or Red Sam 
or something. So one night. I 
happened to say I was Lonesome 
George. And soembody laughed. 
So there I was — stuck with it.” 

Comedy, for George Gobel is 
like that — a process of discov- 
ery. He was surprised when of- 
ficers’ club audiences in Fred- 
rick, Okla, (where he spent 
most of the war glumly instruct- 
ing B-26 pilots), laughed and 
laughed at his simplest stories. 
He was glad to find, after the 
war, that he could make “a lot 
more money in a lot less hours” 
if he gave up the idea of pilot- 
ing civilian airplanes and nego- 
tiated instead the barrel rolls 
and tail spins of the night club 
circuit: “I'm a pretty lazy guy, 
you know.” 

He was solidly pleased when 
his TV guest appearances and 
his summer work on NBC's 
“Saturday Night Revue” were to 
be followed by a weekly show 
this fall. He sighed with relief 
when George Rosenberg brought 
him a veteran radio and screen 
writer, Hal Kanter, to head the 
writer's staff. ; 

“Everything seemed to be just 
right about this man,” he nods 
solemnly. “I have lots of con- 
fidence in him now, and in the 
others, Jack Douglas, James Al- 
lardice and Harry Winkler. No, 
I don’t contribute very much in 
the weekly script conference. It 
just goes along fine. The things 
1 do suggest usually come out 
all different anyhow,’ 

“For a while, there, I thought 
maybe they were gettin’ a lit- 
tle highfalutin. That time a few

weeks ago, for instance, when 
we were supposed to run head- 
on into a page in the script 
where it said, ‘We've gone out 
to lunch — signed, your writ- 
ers, the Bronté sisters.’” 

At this point Mr. Gobel was 
supposed to exclaim, with as 
deeply pained a look as he could 
muster: “That's Charlotte's 
work! Emily would never have 
done that!” 

This literary allusion got such 
a howl from the studio audience 
that he surrendered forthwith 
to any and all — well, almost 
all — literary or h&torical non- 
sequiturs. “We try to keep peo- 
ple as confused as possible,” he 
adds hopefully. 

So there (as he says) you are; 
confusion, incongruity and sur- 
prise — actual or verbal. A com- 
bination, if you will, of common, 
down-to-earth grumbling’ with 


unexpected take-offs intu the 
wild blue vonder — a kind of 
high-flown. simplicity which 


looks, as really difficult trapeze 
stunts often do, ridiculously 
easy. 

These,plus a relaxed Mid- 
western twang in the voice, an 
almost-frozen face which only 
rarely breaks-into a smile, and 
an over-all innocent air of 
amazement — these are what 
Americans have been discover- 
ing, writes Richard Dyer Mc- 
Cann, Staff Correspondent of 
The Christian Science Monitor. 

Have Americans also been 
discovering themselves? 

Mr. Kanter, for his part, is 
willing to think so. He is will- 
ing to pry a little deeper into 
the reasons why the technique 
brings laughs. He hazards the 
guess that this new comedy star 
represents simply “a middle- 
class man who is aware of the 
upper classes but is perfectly 
content to be middle-class.” 

If the man’s appeal is a broad 
as this.implies, then it may be 
only a matter of .time before 
Gobel* goes global. NeitLer the 
middle class itself nor its liking 
for drawling cowboy humor has 
ever been restricted to the con- 
tinental limits of the United 
States. 

@Certainly the Gobel appeal i 
not merely u result of his low! 
§-foot, 5-inch stature, Nor does 
it come from the fact that he 
sometimes wanders off leaving 
sentences hanging in mid air. 
His drawl reminds us of Will 
Rogers. His verbal. facility is 
worthy of Robert Benchley. But 
he is above all, in the manner 
of Charlie Chaplin, a little man 
who is often at a loss but never 
quite defeated, 

He must cope with a spouse 
of bewildering moods (she is 
even played by a different act- 
ress every week), a car that 
“just sits there and sulks,” a 
“silent butler” that squeaks, and 
many other trials and tribula- 
tions familiar to the average 
American, and about which he 
ean roar with laughter when 
they happen to some one else. 

But he never allows himself 
to be cowed by it all, He demon- 
strates his superiority to his 
own inferiority. by a mild toss of 
the head and a devastating joke, 
calmly spoken, at the expense 
of anybody who happens to be 
around, including himself. 

Admittedly a man who is “al- 
ways an hour late or a dollar 
short,” he is full of the vague 
anxieties of our time, but he 
doesn't see any special need to

fee] guilty,.or even despondent. 

“Tl don’t think every little 
problem you get comes to some 
kind of conclusion,” he says in 
explanation of the way his 
sketches don’t either. “After 
you've had « big talk with the 
boss about something or other, 
why, you have to tell it to your 
wife, sure — but you do it in 
some way that makes you feel 
better. You. don’t just come 
home and announce “Well I 
lost!’”’ 

To Hollywood publicists and 
columnists ‘banqueting in down- 
town Los Angeles, he gave a 
rule of thumb for self-respect. 
“Tl play the guitar, you know, 
I taught mys6élf to play it. Of 
course I don't play very good. 
That’s because I'm not a very 
good teacher. , . But I’ve got a 
brother who can’t play it at all!” 


There is no evidence what- 
ever that Mr. Gobel thinks 
about his comedy in any very 
philosophical manner. He is the 
first to brush aside analytical 


interlopers. His way is just to 


grope around till he finds some- 
thing that sounds funny. 

It works — as attested by the 
millions of people who have 
been telling each other about 
him since Oct. 2. It works, as 
he is at pains to point put, very 
largely because he has been ab- 
sorbing the. axioms and prac- 
tices of show ‘business ever 
since. he was a teen-ager. 

He was first “discovered” as 
a boy musician when he was 
singing in an Episcopal Church 
choir on WLS, Chicago, Radio 
station executives invited him to 
join the weekly “National Barn 
Danee.” He learned to play the 


guitar and became “Little 
Georgie,” working with Pat 
Buttram, the master of cere- 


monies, who later left to become 


‘the comrade-in-arms of a cow- 


boy on the program named 
Gene Autry. Those eight years, 
and the years he hung around 
his father’s grocery store in 
Chicago, and (for all anybody 
knows) the years he spent 
dreaming about being a profes- 
sional baseball player -—- what 
a short shortstop he would have 
made! — were all solid prepgra- 
tion for his postwar “discovery” 
by David O'Malley, a Chicago 
agent, and the eight years of 
night club, hotel, and conven- 
tion engagements that followed. 

Mr. Kanter, too, has had solid 
preparation for his.writing and 


directing jobs. He started out 
as a cartoonist, but his jokes 
were better than his drawings, 
and he found himself ghost 
writing for another fellow who 


was supposed to be ghost-writ, 
ing a comic strip. Determined 
to emerge from this double 
cloak of obscurity he went to 
work for Jack Cakie, followed 
this with a series of di 
radio scripts, did one show for 
doe Penner, kept “Hellsapoppin” 
topical for Olsen and Johnson,

How a minister and his wife 
turned their retirement into 
profit for themselves and their 
community is the tale told by 
Ralph E. Rolens in an article 


titled “The Story of 65,000 
Cakes” appearing in a recent 
issue of The Farm Journal 


(Philadelphia). 
. * 


It all started during the de- 
pression year of 1935, when my 
Toator advised me to quit the 
ministry and get back to the 
country. So my wife and I made 
a down payment on a_-5-acre 
ranch in Lane County, Oregon, 
and put all our spare money in- 
to renovating the old house. 

When. we moved in, our assets 
totaled $25 in cash, 500 baby 
chicks, and a pure-bred Jersey 
cow and calf. It was soon evi- 
dent that we’d have to support 
the chickens and cow; there 
weren't enough of them to sup- 
port -us. q 

So, one morning, Mrs. Rolens 
announced that she was going 
to bake cakes and sell them at 
the Producers’ Market‘in nearby 
Eugene. She's always been a 
top-notch cake baker. By Christ- 
mas time of the same year, she 
was so busy that I quit the 


“sales job I'd taken on, to help 


her. 

Our first two years were real- 
ly rugged. We were at it from 
morning until late at 
night, making cakes and pies, 
and delicatessen iterns. But the 
cake business outgrew the rest; 


and by 1942 we were turning 
out just cakes — average, 4,000 
‘a year. 


Last count shows that, so far, 
we've totaled 65,000 cakes — 8 
miles of them, end to end: or a 
pile 4 miles high! 

Some of our best sellers are 
our Butter Sponge, Devil’s Food, 
and Applesauce cake — you'll 
find the recipes here. We keep 
the quality high by using only 
the best ingredients. 

Our cake business has given 
us a good living, let us save to- 
ward our retirement, and has 
made it possible for us to con- 
tribute regularly toward the 
new chapel and Sunday School 
in our community. That’s where 
our tithes and offerings go. Mrs. 
Rolens and I feel that the money 
and time we've-given to. the 
Sunday School is among the 


Since we moved here, we've 
expanded our orginal 5 acres to 
20. We rent out all but one: acre, 
our garden. When: Farm Jour- 
nal asked us about our cake 
business, I was glad to put our 
story on paper, in hopes that it 
would show others that “retire- 
ment” can bring profits, new in- 
terests,/and very real satisfac- 
tion.

For billions of years water 
has been leaching out the soil 
carrying mineral matter into 
the sea, To be sure, this. has 
been a one-way voyage as far as 
mineral salts are concerned; for 
while the water evaporated and 
was carried back to the land to 
continue the age old cycle of 
erosion and precipitation, the 
remained in the 
oceans;-thus while the land be- 
came poorer and poorer in min- 
eral matter, the oceans got rich- 


’ er ir the same measure. 


We all know how important 
minerals. are for the growth of 
plants and the development of 
animals, including man; but it 
Was only very recently that the 
vital function of formerly ne- 
glected’ mineral elements, also 
called “trace elements,” such as 
iron, copper, cobalt, iodine, man- 
ganese, zinc, and molybdenum, 
has been ascertained and it ap- 
pears now pretty sure that heal- 
thy growth and reproduction 
requires the presence not only 
of adequate amounts of potash, 
phosphate, calcium, magnesium, 
and nitrogen, but also ofall 
aforementioned trace elements, 
although only in minute a- 
mounts. It might well be that 
of the about hundred existing 
elements still more are needed, 
although in traces that elude 
even the finest analytical meth- 
ods. 

The more intensive the land is 
utilized for growing plants and 
raising animals, the greater is 
the depletion of its mineral con- 
tent and even the adequate use 
of fertilizers is no assurance 
that all needed trace elements 
are restored to the soil. The 
only sure way to bring them 
back where they came from 
would be to collect them from 


' those organisms that now enjoy 


the benefit of abundarit. mineral 
supply in their profuse growth 
‘and fertility and in addition 
have the extraordinary capacity 
to accumulate mineral matter in 
their bodies far beyond the con- 
centration of their surrounding 
medium—namely aquatic plants 
and animals. 

But long before the mainten- 
ance of a proper mineral bal- 
ance of the soil has become so 
essential for the welfare of the 
world’s rapidly increasing popu- 
lation, man discovered instinc- 
tively rather than by scientific 
reasoning the advantages of us- 
ing the aquatic fauna and flora 
for direct consumption or for 
improving the soil or fodder of 
domestic animals. Actually fish- 
ing and consumption of water 
plants preceded by millions of 
years hunting and the domesti- 
cation of wild plants and ani- 
mals and many prehistoric finds 
of fishing hooks and fishing 


spears indicate that we need not 
not think of ancient man as a 
vagrant endlessly drifting a- 


bout, moreover as a. skilled 
fisherman who lived happily on 
the shores of rivers ard lakes 
and at the ocean beaches where 
food was abundant. His meat 
came from fish and shellfish 
and as vegetables he used aqua- 
tic plants such as are growing 
in lakes or cast at the ocean 
shore by the high tide. Nutri-

tainable food supply. It is, 
therefore, no wonder that all 
great civilizations sprang up in 
the river leys and at the sea- 
shore starting with the domesti- 
cation of wild plants and ani- 
mals. However, man by. . his 
very nature is more a land ani- 
mal and so we must not wonder 
stocked 
lakes and rivers and tremendous 
food resources in the ocean he 
rather risked the hazards of 
agriculture, hail and storm, 
drought and inundation, insect 
pests and predatory animals, 
than the dangers of the open 
sea or the turbulent rivers. Con- 
sequently, while he became ever 
more proficient as a farmer and 
husbandman, fishing had been 
until very recently at about the 
same stage as it was when land 
was cultivated by the hoe, While 
about 71 per cent of the surface 
area of the globe is covered with 
water, only about 2 per cent of 
our food is of aquatic origin and, 
while the growth of plants in the 
ocea® is estimated at about ten 
times the magnitude of all wild 
and cultivated plants growing on 
land, the consumption of water 
plants, especially seaweeds, 
though widespread, is  practi- 
cally negligible. 

Now it would be foolish to try 
to change the essential nature of 
man or his ingrained food hab- 
its; for we must not forget that 
eating is not only a means of 
survival but also a way of en- 
joyment of life. But what we 
ought to do is to make the food 
ever better tasting and ever 
more nutritious simply by re- 
storing the lost nutrients to the 
soil and feeding farm animals 
cells of the aquatic plants and 
animals,

Once again, dust storms such 
as you could never imagine in 
the U.S.A. are ~* threatening 
ruin to almost a million homes 
in America. Powerful winds 
whip up thousands of tons of 
fertile topsoil; and after the 
storm is over, they settle as use- 
less particles of dust. 


. Childre can’t go to school in 
parts af Kansas because they 
ge# lost in storms and die. Dur- 
ing a “duster” it is impossible to 
cross your own garden without 
muffling your entire face. Doors 
and windows have to be closed 
day and night, but dust seeps 
through all the same, and in the 
morning lies piled in every 
room, 

Entire small towns have been 
evacuated.

She was. lost ih a dust storm and

died. 

A man driving a twelve-cyl- 
inder car from the eastern sea- 
board, who had never seen a 
dust storm, ran into one in nor- 
thern Texas. Suddenly his car 
came to a stop and refused to 
star’. The owner locked the 
door and windows and lay 
down, covering: himself with a 
rug. 

When the storm subsided he 
was found nearly suffocated. un- 
der a: mound of dust. His car 
was towed to a garage where 
they found the air filter packed 
solid with ‘dust, which had also 
been drawn into the upper por 
tions of the cylinders 

The abrasive power of the 
dust had scoured the paint from 
the sides, even down to” the 
glistening steel! 

In one car park in Kansas 
dust packed the ignition system 
of cars, so that nene could be 
started, and it piled so high on 
the rail track that all train ser- 
vices on one section of the Sante 
Fe railway had to be cancelled. 

The wind that accompanies 
dusters is so violent that it 
forces dust through the tiniest 
crevices. In Oklahoma it was 
once so fierce that it produced 
static electricity in all metal 
fittings, and people who touched 
them reeled back with their hair 
on end, Telephones, telegraph, 
and even radio stations werw put 
out of action.’

Apart from the danger of 
these storms to life and limb, 
no one knows where the soil 
erosion will stop, 

At the height of the Dust 
Bowl scare powerful gales 
whipped 300,000,000 tons of top- 
soil two miles into the air and a 
cloud 1,500 miles long and 1,000 
miles wide traversed the coun- 
try and was dumped into the 
Atlantic. This mass of fertile 
earth would have covered Great 
Britain as well as Ireland, 

Already 156,000 once-fertile 
square miles in the United States 
haye been transformed into des- 
ert; 219,000 square miles have 
lost three-quarters of their fer- 
tility; aud 1,406,000 square miles 
have last from one-quarter to 
two-thirds, , 

The fertile topsoil almost ev- 
erywhere in the world. was 
never more than two feet deep. 
According to geologists it takes 
from 400-600 years to create 
just one inch of it. 

Once that topsoil is exhausted, 
death in the form of starvation 
faces the human race. 

In Australia the first cause of 
erosion has been over-grazing 
and rabbits. The soil becomes 
light and dry, a ready customer 
for life-destroying dust storms. 

One station that grazed 100,- 
000 sheep before the war can 
now feed only 30,000. In 1936 
the Report to the Royal Society 
of South Australia stated that 
1,000 square miles of good pas- 
toral soil in. the state had been 


turned into desert in a few 
years, 

In China and Italy deforesta- 
tion (cutting down of trees 
without replanting) has achieved 
the same result. Once-great 
cities in China lie buried in 
sand. The Sahara Desert was a 
fertile area centuries ago but 
it now supports little life ex- 
cept in a few oases. What is 


more, it is advancing on a front 
of 2,000 miles and threatens the 
rich country of Uganda. 

In Australia a dust storm not 
long ago packed the fleeces of 
sheep so thickly with fine earth 
that it could not be shaken free. 
A heavy rainstorm followed, 
which turned the caked dust in- 
to clay.

It was ten times 
worse than any American dust- 
er, Shedding 2,300 tons of dust 
over every square mile. 

Man has carelessly contribu- 
ted deliberately to this form of 


young by over-cultivating the 
soil, either through ignorance or 
greed. Countries affected are 
not only those mentioned, but 
Canada, India, Russia, the Dutch 
East Indies, British West Indies, 
and even a large area in Moray- 
shire. 

In the U.S.A. the tragedy has 
been widely publicized. Their 
scientists say that if erosion con- 
tinues at the present rate in 
fifteen years only one quarter 
of the fertile soil will remain. 

The fertile layer in every 
country is held together by 
grasses and the roots of trees, 
Grasses and roots form a thick 
carpet that absorbs moisture and 
retains it in a natural reservoir 
when rain is searce. If this ab- 
sorbent carpet is. destroyed by 
cutting down trees and hedges 
and digging up grasslandg indis- 
criminately in order to plant 
wheat and corn, there is nothing 
to bind the rich topsoil. Rain 
eats it away and wind lifts the 
brittle surface. 

The problem of erosion is more 
urgent than that of the hydro- 
gen bomb. 

Millions of acres of grassland 
must be planted, and many 
miles of trees in the form of 
windbreaks must be cultivated. 
And then only if man is ever- 
watchful will the desert be 
pushed back, inch by inch.

CNR Announces 
New, Fast Service

The Canadian National Rail- 
ways has just confirmed that 
* will fully dieselize its 
transcontinental passenger train 
wervices concurrent with the 
_ timetable change on April 

At that time a new fast trans- 
eontinental passenger train will 
eonsiderably reduce the running 
time of the. Montreal and 
Tdronto section of the C.N.R. 
yun to Vancouver. 

This decision was reached fol- 
lowing careful study which in- 
eluded a number of experiment- 
al runs with road diesels on 
transcontinental trains. The 
tests conducted over the last 
twelve months show that a sub- 
stantial reduction in the Mon- 
treal and Toronto schedules to 
the Pacific Coast can be made 
by switching over entirely to 
diesels from steam locomotives. 

Meanwhile the railway is 
studying how it can best use 
this time saving, having regard 
to the convenience of travellers 
and communities along its 2930- 
mile transcontinental route. 

C.N.R. officials emphasized 
that the amount of time to be 
eut off the schedules would be 
determined largely by the ques- 
tion of arranging convenient ar- 
rival and departure times at 
principal cities, and connections

as it provides only.for the dele- 
gation of federal powers to 
marketing .boards established 
under a provincial act. 


Alberta is expected to enact 
the necessary legislation at the 
caming session, but there are 
no signs that anything will be 
done in Quebec

What is needed is a federal 
marketing act which will enable 
producers of any given com- 
modity to organize orderly mar- 
keting of their product in all 
teri provinces afd to enter ex- 
port trade if they so desire.
